ALBANY, N. Y.—Immediately after 
taking possession of the new executive 
chamber on the third floor of the Capitol 
assigned to him as acting Governor, Mr.

HOLTON, Kan.—Located in eastern Kansas, 85 miles west of Kansas City, 
the history of this town is as romantic as the place itself is beautiful. In 
1856 Kdward L. Holton, a wealthy resident of Milwaukee, Wis., inspired by 
patriotic motives, started with 40 persons to settle in Kansas. They traveled by 
wagon for about six weeks, then decided to locate where Holton now starids. 
Fine springs of water were found here and timber along the streams on either 
side of the present town site afforded material for a blockhouse. Reports of 
raids caused them to go to Topeka for the winter, but in the following spring 
they returned and laid out the town site. Holton is surrounded by a fine agri- 
cultural country. Nearby is the Pottawatomie Indian reservation, which is now 
being allotted and sold. The first business buikling was on the southeast corner 
of the square, the present site of the State Bank, shown in the accompanying 
picture. The present population of Holton is 3500,

HALF YEAR 


A NEW RECORD 


Estimated Total Output of All Plants in United States in 
Six Months Is Approximately Fourteen Million 
Tons—No Large Surplus of Stocks 


NEW YORK—During the first half of 
the current calendar year steel produc- 
tion reached a level far beyond any pre- 
vicusly attained. The output of the 
United States Steel Corporation’s sub- 
sidiaries alone has been estimated at not 
far from 7,000,900 tons, while the total 
production of all the plants of the coun- 
try may be placed at nearly 14,000,000 
tons, or at the annual rate of between 
27,000,000 and 28,000,000 tons. Only a 
year or two ago a rate of output so 
enormous would have been considered dis- 
astrous, as there seemed to be no way 
in which so vast a quantity of steel 
could be consumed, for some years at 
least; and, theoretically, consumption 
during the half year did not keep pace 
with production, as evidenced .by the 
falling off of tonnages on the books of 
all the leading steel-making concerns 
during the period. 

The unfilled tonnage on the books of 
the United States Steel Corporation de- 
clined 2,124,847 tons on June 30 last from 
the high level of nearly 8,000,960 tons

put. One of the causes may be found in 
the immense tonnage total carried inte 
1913 by the steel makers, On Jan. | 
orders on tit books of all companies 
was possibly 15,000,000 tons (this esti- 
mate is probably a conservative one) 
jor more than a half year’s possible pro- 
duction. This being so the placing of 
large orders was rendered more or less 
unnecessary as the country’s needs were 
already supplied, or contracted for, for 
some time. Purchasers also found them- 
selves in a position where they could not 
hope to get deliveries on new contracts 
for from six months to a year, so that 
they were naturally disinclined to tie 
themselves up by contracts. 

What is probably the most important 
factor in the present attitude of consum- 
ers is that they believe that by waiting 
until steel companies are in a somewhat 
weaker position in regard to tonnage 
they will be able to force price conces- 
sions. This belief is strengthened by 
the impending tariff changes. 

Whether the manufacturers or consum- 


reached * Dee. 31, 1912, or approxi- 
mately 27 per cent, while the other com- 
panies that have reported—the Republic 
Iron & Steel Company and the Lacka- 
wanna Steel Company—showed de- 
creases of 174% per cent and 30 per cent 
in tonnage, respectively, in the same 
time. The average decrease in orders 
generally was probably somewhat over 
25 per cent, and if new business could be 
taken to represent. consumption, this 
may be placed at between 10,000,000 and 
11,000,000 tons against the output named 
—nearly 14,000,000 tons. 
Apparently, however, the amount of 
steel actually put into use during the six 
months under review has been greater 
than output. According to trade author- 
ities stocks at the end of the half-year 
were as low, or lower than on Dec. 3] 
last, so that it woulkl seem not only 
has the enormous output of 14,000,000 
tons been taken up but part of the stocks 
on hand at the end of last year have 
been necessarily employed to meet the 
enormous requirements of the country. 
In other words, the steel mills of the 
country have been turning out every ton 
of the meta] possible without creating 
any large surplus of stocks to carry over 
into the second half of the year. 
Under these conditions it would seem 
that the falling off in business in recent 
months has not been due to the inability 


ers will hold out longest is to be seen. 
The steel makers claim that they are 
well satisfied with the situation. They 
have several months’ business booked, 
and they are sanguine that, while con- 
sumers may be able to play a waiting 
game at a season of the year which is 
normally dull, they must come into the 
market shortly, especially if general busi- 
ness is good as is hoped. The consumers, 
on the other hand, are facing no very 
pressing need of immediate supplies of 
steel and can therefore afford to wait a 
little. 

To illustrate the position of the manu- 
facturers the case of the steel corpora- 
tion may serve. The average net decline 
in its unfilled tonnage since the first of 
the year has been 361,835 tons, and the 
total of business booked on Aug. 1 
amounted to 5,399,356 tons, sa that, if 
business continued coming in for the re- 
maining five months at the same rate as 
in the previous seven and production 
were to be maintained “also at the high 
level reached in that period, the corpora- 
tion would begin the year 1914 with over 
3,500,000 tons of orders, or sufficient to 
keep its plants operating at full until the 
end of March of that year. 

But if, as asserted, the actual con- 
sumption of steel has been equa! to or 
larger than production, it is obvious that 
a renewed buying movement must be 
witnessed before the end of the year. 


UNITED STATES FINISHING 
COMPANY'S AFFAIRS IMPROVING 


From present indications it is likely 
that the United States Finishing Com- 
pany will soon work out its financial 
embarrassments and avoid receivership. 
Thus far all but a half dozen creditors 
have assented to the credit extension 
plan, which to be effective must receive 
indorsement from all creditors by Sept. 
13. 

On that date, if the plan goes through, 
United States Finishing will make a 10 
per cent payment on the principal of its 
indebtedness together with accrued in- 
terest, and execute new 6 ner cent notes 
payable at the end of a year. This is 
equivalent to receiving credit extension 
for a year. 

The company is thus given ample time 
to perfect the best reorganization plans 
possible. The main proposition in this 
direction has been to cut the $3,000,000 
preferred stock in two and to sell 
$1,000,000 new 7 per cent first pre- 
ferred with which to liquidate bank 
indebtedness. In connection with this it 


has also been proposed to issue addi- 
tional common stock. Whatever plar 
finally eventuates, however, will depend 
largely upon investment and money mar- 
| ket conditions. 

| One thing has already been accom 
plished with United States Finishing 
and that is the acquisition of an able 
business management. The conversion of 
a $42,000 operating loss during the first 
quarter into an $85,000 profit in the sec- 
ond cuarter cannot be attributed to any- 
thing else, notwithstanding that business 
h<s picked up somewhat and orders have 
been coming in in good-sized volume since 
April. 

At present United States Finishing has 
orders on ita books which will keep its 
plants busy through September. It has 
shut down its Passaic factory, is running 
one of its largest units at full capacity 
and is operating the remainder at about 
two thirds capacity. Ib is shown that 
there is money in the legitimate end of 
the finishing business under proper busi- 
ness methods.
